Saratoga, N. Y., Augast 9.— The English yearlings brought over last winter by Phil 
T. Chinn of Lexington for John A. Drake of New York, were .sold in the Fa.sig-Tipton Coni- 
jiany’s new sale mart here last night and averaged ^1,790, the sum total for the twenty that 
pa.ssed under auctioneer George A. Bain’s hammer having lieen $3.5,800. The top of the 
sale was the bay colt (half-brother to Winsomvera) by Greenback—Talavera, which went 
to Kdwanl B. McLean for $5,100, who also bought the Light Brigade—Calandria colt for 
S5.000 and the Darley Dale- -Viet agon colt for .$4,000. Edward McBride was another good 
bidder, paying $7,500 for three. Andrew Miller got a good-looking Light Brigade colt for 
$3,100. 

The thirteen head of Kentucky-bred yearlings sold by John S. Barbee brought $12,625, 
an average of $971. The lowest price was $100 for John Wilson Townsend’s The Blue 
Duke, a chestnut son of Duke of Ormonde— Blue Ball. 'The total for the thirty-four head 
was $48,525, an average of $1,475. Considerably .«hort of the figure at which President E. 
J. Tranter of the Fasig-Tipton Company placed the aggregate for tonight before he was 
aware that three head catalogued would not be offered. 

The sale was generally counted good, but John S. Barbee, at who.«e farm the Drake 
yearlings were acclimateil. stated that their imjiorter would make no money. I doubt if he 
will come out whole on the transaction,” said Barbee, for his expense on the vearlings has 
been about $750 per head and some of them cost him big prices in England.” 

Barbee said he was disapjiointed in the way two or three of the “Peeps” sold, but that 
on the whole he had no complaint to make of his average.

EPSOM DERBYS OF A HUNDRED YEARS 



Incidents Attending the Running of the Most 
Famous Race of the World. 



(Twenty -Fiftli and Last Article.) 

The Derb.v of 101 1 will ever be remembered for 
a remarkably game performance on the part of 
tiie winner. Suiistar, wliicli practically fiiiislied llie 
race on three legs, after he had to all intents 
broken down some little distance from the winning 
post. In the circumstances it was a convincing 
pnaif of stoutuess of licart possessed by tlie son 
of Sundridgp. wliich, tliougli he had hosts of 
admirers, liad also jileiity of opponents who argued 
up till then Siimlridge had not been responsible 
for any des<<«'ndants wlio liad shown staying 
jH)wers. Suudridge himself was a fine sprinter, 
but he had never proved capable of getting (leyond 
the recognized sprinting distances, and though 
Sunstar hud shown in the Two Thousand Guineas 
that lie was a liorse well up to Derby class, his 
detractors refused to believe that a sou of a mere 
sprinter would be able to get tlie Derby course. 
Tlie result, of course, proved tlicm wrong, and 
there were no half-measures about the victory, 
either. 

It will bt“ interesting to note the field which 
turned out to oiipose Sunstar on the Downs at 
Epsom on the last day in Ma.v, 1911. Taking them 
in the order of finishing, tliey were Steadfast. Royal 
Tender, Phryxus, Eton Boy, Cellini, Bannockburn, 
Baclielor’s Hoiie, Sydmonton, Atniali, Helicon, So- 
bieski, Adam Bede, Duke of I.ancaster, Zorzal, 
Cbclys colt (subseiiuently named Chili II.) Maaz, 
King William, Longlioat. Pietri, .Ml Gold, Nor- 
nilnt, Alan Melton, Royal Eagle, Bridge of .\llan 
and Kel d’Or. Sunstar had sliown plenty of promise 
as a juvenile, for out of liis six starts lie li:id won 
two races, viz., the Exeter Stakes at Newmarket 
First July Mt'ctiiig, the International Two-Year- 
Old Plate at Kenipton Park and dead-lieated in the 
Hopeful SLikes at Ncwni.irket First Octols'r witli 
Borrow, the siilisequent winner of tlie Middle Park 
Plate. Stedfast had won three small races, but it 
was admitted that lie was a colt wliicli wanted time 
to develoi> and tins proved a correct estimate. 

Other Juvenile Performances. 

PbryxHS had scon-d liiit once, and that was in 
reality only a half victor.v, as he liad dead-Iieated 
for the Dcwliurst Plate witli King William. Royal 
Tender was reckoned a moderate sort, liis solitary 
success tieiiig gained in tlie Cliam[iagne Stakes at 
the Itibury Club Meeting at Salisbury. Eton Boy 
won two events, and <\dlini but one, though this 
was the important National Breeders’ I’rodiice 
Stakes at Saiidown Park. Pietri was a useDil 
youngster, wliich liad won four races oft the reel, 
these iH'ing tlie I’rincess’ Plate at Newmarket First 
July Meeting, the Richmond Stakes at Good- 
wowl, the Gimcrack Stakes at York, and the 
Uliampngne Stakes at Doncaster, before being 
lieaten by Borrow in the Middle Park Plate. This 
last-named race produced a great finish, for Pietri 
and Seaforth ran u dead-heat for second place, 
beaten only a neck. 

Coming to the spring of 1911, Stedfast early gave 
evidence that he liad made improvement during tlie 
winter, for lie was nothing like fit wlien he ran 
at IJverpool in Marcli, where lie finislied tliird to 
Seaforth and Atlielstan in the Union Jack Stakes. 
Another to begin well was Royal Tender, wliieli won 
a handicap at Newbury, boating Uigar and others, 
tlien won unutlier race at Kenipton Park, and also 
another small race at tlie same place a montli later. 
Eton Boy laid won two races, though they were not 
of much account. Atmali had carried off the One 
Thousand Guineas ami I..ongbuat had scored in the 
Payne Stakes, boating I’liryxus. 

Sunstar's Remarkable Trial. 

Witli regard to Sunstar, lie made liis first ap- 
pearance for the season in tlie Two Thousand Gui- 
neas, lM‘fore which lie won one of the finest trials 
through which a classic candidate has ever been 
put. Indeed, it was of such a high order that 

man.v iieople declined to accept it as it stood, and 
refusing to Isdieve in it, lost their money. 'Then! 
was apparently every reason for tlieir doubt, as it 
seemed quite imiHissible tliat any three-year-old 
could liave lientcn such trial tackle as Morton had 
at his command. It will be interesting to recall 
the horses wliich figured in tlie spin. In tlie order 
of finishing they were: Sunstar (3). Dean Swift 

(10), The Story (5), Spanish Prince (4) and Lycuon 
(3). This trial took place less than a fortniglit 
before tlie Two Thousand Guineas, and wlien tlie 
report of it was puhlislied even knowledgnble jieople 
looked askance at it, and refused to credit it. 
some arguing that Sunstar must liiive been in 
receipt of a great deal of weight, and others that 
lie was not tlie liorse btdng tried at all, but that 
Spanish Prince, which held an engagement in the 
Victoria Cup, was the animal bediig tested. 

Good Price for the Guineas. 

The result was tliat instead of being a raging 
favorite for tlie Guineas, Sunstar started at 5 to 1. 
is-ing secoud in demand to Pietri, wliicli had run : 

I rare trial iii public in tlie Eslier Uiip at Saiidowii 
Park, a liandicap in wliicli he carried 130 isainds. 
and ran second to Murclical Strozzi, to which he 
WHS giving thirty-two iioiinds, and won only iK-aten 
a sliort liead after a rciill.v great effort. Mr. Joel 
sent Lycaon to tlie post as well as Sunstar with the 
object of ensuring a good pace, but lie had little 
chance of doing tliis, as Sunstar was first awa.v. 
Stern steaiiied him, but lie was siHin in command 
n.gain, and eventually won in a canter by two 
lengtlis from Stedfast, wliicli had had none the 
best of luck at tlie start, .\fter tliis Sunstar was 
iiiibackable for tlie Newmarket Stakes, in which 
bookmakers demanded odds cf to 15. and again 
lie won in a canter by two lengths from Beaure- 
paire. 

"I'liis race ts-iiig over one and a li.alf miles. Ins 
aliilit.v to sta.v tlie Ejisoin journey seenical tieyond 
any fiirtlier doubt and ns Spanish Prince liad in 
tlie meantime cantered awa.v witli tlie Victoria Uiip, 
it KiH'iiied lioiieless to look for an.vtliiiig to iM-at 
Sunstar in the Derb.v and he was at a sliort jirice in 
tlie I.K>ndun t'Iniis. Tliis iKisition he held until flag 
fall, when he stood at 13 to 8, with Pietri at 7 to 1, 
King Williain at 10 to 1, Stedfast at 100 to 8, 
Gellini at ItM) to 7, Pliryxus at 100 to 6, and tlie 
others at lengtliening jirlees to tlie 5<H> to 1 offered 
against botli Duke of Lancaster and Kel d’Or. 

The Race for the Derby. 

They were not long at the post Ix'fore being 
sent on their Journey, and it was a capital start, 
with the exception that Stedfast appeared to throw 
up his head when tlie “gate” ascended, and lost 
some ground. For tlie first eiglitli Baelielor’s Hoiie. 
.\11 Gold and LongNiat were tiie leading trio, but 
tlien Bannockburn shot to tlie front and led at a 
fair pace. Pietri ami Sunstar were a few lengtlis 
liehiml him. Botli hud moved up Is'fore reaching 
tlie mile iM>st, where Stedfast liegan to improve 
his IKisition, and King William dropped right out 
of it. having gone lame owing to tlie hard ground. 
Half-wa.v down tlie descent to Tattcnliam Uorner 
Stern touched Sunstar witli Ilie whip, ami lie im- 
mediately went up to tlie leader. Stedfast was 
here quickly ciiniing tlirougli a hand of lieaten 
horses. Just after entering tiie straight Bannock- 
burn gave way, and tlie f.nvorite tmik cuniniand. 
A ipuirter of a mile from lioim* Royal Tender hail 
a <ait at the favorite, tint could make no impn's- 
sion, ami the only two witli an.v chance of la-uting 
liim were Stedfast and Ucllini. Just Ik-Iow the 
BcU Sunstar faltered, and Stedfast duslied up to 
him, but the favorite rallied, and keeping going, 
won by two lengths. 

On returning to tlie weigliing enclosure lie was 
noticed to Ik- walking lame and it was tlien dis- 
covered that tlie cause of liis faltering was that lie 
liad broken down on the near fore leg and had 
practiciiil.v galloped liome on tliree legs. It was 
lio|M-d that tile injur.v would not prove serious, but 
it was found ijiiite iniisissible to train him after- 
wards and he never ran aguiu, being retired to the 
stud. 

It has iK'cn stated in many quarters tliat the 
fielil was a moderate one, but this eoiild hardly lie 
maintained in tlie liglit of the subsequent doings of 
some of them. Thus, of tliuse who finislied lieliiiid 
liini, Stedfast In tliat year won eight races, Eton 
Boy won a Royal Hunt Uiip, Itaelielor’s Hope a 
Jubilee Stakes, Adam Bede a Dnke of York Stakes 
and Uambridgesliire, and Clielys colt a City and 
Suburban. — London Spurting Life. 



GOLDEN MAID AN IRISH OAKS WINNER. 



The Irish Oaks was run at the Uiirragh July 2.5. 
It is a race for tliree-year-old fillies at a 'mile 
and a half, and w:is won rather easily by 1*. 
Xelke’s Englisli-bred filly Golden Maicl, by Golden 
Rod — tViiiiiie K., li.v Best Man, with Mortimer 
Singer’s Grizzle Grim second and Sir T. Dixon’s 
Inverniore tliird. Tlie pedigree of tlie winner is of 
interest to Americans, for tlie reason that lior sire 
is a son of Aniericus. whicli was bred by “Liieky” 
Baldwin and raced in this country as Rey del 
Caredes, being in turn a son of the American 
Derby winner and grand race horse Emperor of 
Norfolk. In England the filly was considered a 
member of a family noted for speed in sprinting 
rather than for staying, but she stayed the mile and 
a half in such good style as to suggest a throw 
back to her staying Ijcxington and Gleueig 

American ancestry of her sire’s side. 



WILY METHODS TO DECEIVE CLOCKERS 



Difference of Opinion as to What Is Permissible to 
Escape with a Small Fine.

Sar.Ttoga, N. 5’., August 9.--\Vlicn lu-rseiiien enn- 
grcgiite there are sure to Is- argiinieiifs a:id queries, 
expressions of opinion, decisions made and judg- 
ment criticised. A dozen of tlie knights of tlie 
turf wen' assemliled in the Union pagoda yesterd:iy 
and n.-itiirall.v till the talk was "liorse.’’ An argu- 
ment started alaiut tiie liiding of two-year-olds 
prior to their first st;irt and tlie metliods tliat had 
lieeii used to deceive tlie dockers and iHiukmakers. 
Tonim.v tlriffiii’s cases were cited as instam-es of 
wliat was iM'rmissible or as close to tlie edge of tlie 
rules tliat a iH-rson could cscaiie witli a fine. .\t 
Ijos Angeles Griffin was late in tlie paddock with a 
filly that he had prepared for a killing and got 
awa.v witli the Job by pa.ving a fine. At New 
Orleans be met trouble b.v sending tlie wrong horse 
to the paildoi-k until liis commission had b«*cn 
placed. Tlie qiiestiun tlien arose, suggested liy 
one of the old-timers, asking if it would be witliin 
tiie rules slionid a horse be sent to tlie paddiM-k dis- 
guised by d.ves or iiaiiits or even clialked up, dis- 
playing markings that would liide tlie liorse from 
tiie prying eyes of the dockers. 

“Suppose,” said the siK'.nker. “that I liad a colt 
wliich had no distinct markings, “that I had a colt 
and no one knew its name but myself. I entered it 
in a race and liefore bringing it to the paddock I 
dyed it, giving it a wliite ankle or leg and putting 
a blaz«' or wliite star on its forehead, so diaiiging 
its appearance tliat it would bo nnrecognizalile as 
tlie liorse tliat liad worked well and wliicli was at 
the niercj’ of tlic dockers. Would that Ik* con- 
trary to tlie rules of racing and, if so, what would 
lie tlie piinislinientV” 

It was a question tliat made everybody sit up and 
listen. Visions of doing such a tiling sprung up in 
tlie minds of tlie group and the iMissiliiiities of 
getting aw.'i.v witli a killing some da.v. No one 
was inclined to answer for a time. Tlien someone 
intimated tliat the judges iiiiglit regard tlie liorse 
as a ringer as it would not correspond with the 
registered niarkings of tiie liorse. 

Hide Identify of Colt from Sharpers. 

“It would liardl.v be a ringer,” stated tlie man 
who made the suggestion, “as it would lie tlic same 
liorse as sisiii as the niarkings were washed off. The 
011I.V offcn.se would be deceit wlierdiy the dockers 
would be outwitted. The imblie would not suffer 
as the horse would be an unknown quantity. No one 
would suffer, excepting tlie bookmakers, wlio are 
limply provided with iM'rcentage to take care of 
tlienisdves. I think tliat an owner would go quite 
a long way to hide the identity of a colt from tlie 
sliariiers of u race truck. They do go a long way 
even now. 

“But the thing could be worked anotlier wa.v. 
Tlie colt eonld la' clialked up before he went to 
the paddock, in liis preliminary gallop, as it were, 
and the markings waslied off at the last minute, 
after my money was down. It could even la* dyed 
during its works, weeks before the race and then 
deane<l up when tlie eventful day arrived. Tliere 
art' many ways that the sdieme could la* worked. I 
don’t tliink tlicre are many Judges who would look 
iiiam tlie transaction as u great offense, as long as 
everything was regular in the way of registration 
and racing. All rules would have lit'en complied 
with to the letter. Wli.-it grounds would they Inive 
for dealing out puiiisliiiientV” 

It was a knotty question and opinions differed as 
to the aetion tlie Judges would take in such a case. 
An official was asked what would be done if the 
question was officially put up to liim. He declined 
to venture an opinion, preferring to wait until such 
a case was on tlie docket. 

Tlie general opinion, however, was tliat all owners 
should have some privileges if the.v wislied to exert 
tlieiii in n'gard to maneuvering with two-year-olds 
the first time out, to liide their identit.v from tlie 
“bees” that fly around in the early morning hours.

“These youngsters,” said a prominent trainer 
last night, “having spent so many montlis In Ken- 
tucky pastures since their arrival in tliis country, 
are practically Just as ready for brt'.-ikiiig and 
training as if tliey had been foaled here. 

“No one can realize.” lie continued, “how great 
an assistance in breaking and training the yearlings 
tliese montlis of acclimation may lie, and 'for my- 
self. I believe that Mr. Drake’s imiKirtation of these 
animals when they were weanlings was a great 
service to our bloodstock industry. One thing is 
certain, whatever iiereentage of merit the obpcction 
to acclimating an older animal may or may not 
liossess. the objectl6ir<Js <mrnplffiely removed by the 
long time that these yearlings have already been 
in this country and they get an equal start with 
our native yearlings in the breaking and training 
operations which must begin shortly.

'riie (-losing out sale of tlie horses composing .1. 
II. .Musker's liri'cding cstalilisliniciit in England, 
coiK-Iiidi'd witli till' disp'>.sal of lirood in art's, foals, 
stallions. thre('-.veiir-oIds and two-year olds at Xow- 
iiiarki't .Inly Id. and of yi'arlings -Inly IS. In tlic 
coiirsi' of tbn-i' days of selling 323 liorses in all 
were sold for a total of $352,930, so the disiK-rsal 
of till' most I'xtenslve breeding stud in England 
w!is satisfactory in n'sp*'Ct to returns. Tb,. year- 
lings s(dd .Inly IS hroiiglit small smns as a* rule 
and it will proliably turn out that real bargains 
wen' clieaply si'eiiri'd in some instances. A feature 
of the ventiirt' of July 16, was tlie sale of the 
world famous man' Si-i'ptre for tlie iM'nefit of tlie 
Red Cross fund. Of tlii' proet'edings on tliis day, 
Ixitidon Sporting I,if<' said: 

“The sale ring tliis nioriiiiig Iwire an nnimati'd ap- 
pearance and I noticed that tlu' iKipiilar Ui'ctor, 
Rev. H. It. 5’oung. was an inten'stod siH'ctator 
during a part of the proci'i'dings. \ fortniglit ago 
tlic conditions under wliicli Mr. Mlisker’s liorses 
were offcri'd wen' in iMugnant contrast with tliose 
lirevailing today. Tlicn tlie position ns n'ganli'd the 
future of racing was by no means satisfactory, hut 
now tliat we know wliere we are a feeling of gri'iitcr 
security exists. Under tlu' circumstances, tlien'fore, 
it is ratlu'r curious tliat business was liardly so brisk 
as Ml the former occasion, and even Sccptri' failed 
to make as niiicli nionc.v as was expected b.v man.v 
Iieople. IKmhtIcss, liowever, buyers of briHHlnian's 
secnri'd almost all tliey wantt'd at tlu' earlier sale 
and, of course, the market lias its limitations just 
now. 

“There were liere and there iiistiinces of keen 
coniiK'tition, liowevi'r. and tK'fon' Mr. Masker’s liands 
cam*' in. siicli as Flying Foot. Ibingo, Dark Bi'aiity. 
CranbnKik and Maratlion made aiiioiints from 220 
guineas to :t1HI guineas, the latter figure tieing forfli- 
coniing for UranbriKik and lier colt- foal b.v .Siimli'r, 
sire of two smart juvenile winners this .year. The 
first from tlie Melton Studs - -.Vnglian tjiu'en. with 
a colt liy tilcnesky maib' onl.v DtO guineas, but Mr. 
Persse wi'nt to 6.30 giiiiu'us for Drawbridgi', lialf- 
sister to the Oaks winner Keystone II., and licr 
colt liy Galloping Simon. 

“Half a dozi'ii liands lati'r came Oration, tiy Cicero 
— William tlie 'riilrd’s sister Gravitation, which 
lias a colt -foal b.v Gleiiesky and lias tK'cn niatcil 
again with tliat liorse. Startl'd at 100 guineas, 
bidding went on i|iiickly to l.tHMI giiineas and did 
not cease until l.KtMf guineas bad Is'cn notified b.v 
Reid Walker, wliosc chief opimncnt was the gooil 
Grci'k buyer Mr. Varipatc. Rosary, sister to Prim- 
er, witli a filly by Uylliiis, was also startl'd at 1(K) 
guineas, but 1*. F. Hoy bourn secured lier at 1,000 
guineas. 

Bidding for Famous Mare Sceptre. 

“It was Sceptre’s turn next, and nltlioiigli there 
was a pretty general idea that 2,000 guineas to 

3.000 guineas would buy her, plenty of iieople, as 
already remarked, tlioiigli she might make corisider- 
alily more, esiwcially in view of tlie fact tliat slie 
was being offered in the interests of the Red Cross 
Soeiety. Uiiptain IK'ane asked for 3.(KK) giiinpas 
to iM'gin with, but there was no response, neitlier 
was 2.000 guineas fortlicoining immi'diately. she 
was started at 1.000 guineas, liowever. by a lady 
— Mrs. Barkwith, and Mr. Faber, Sir William Ta- 
toin. ilr. Mortimer Singer, and tiie representative 
of tlie Britisli Bloodstnek Agency Joined in. The 
l:itter retired at 1.5.50 guineas, and afterwards Mr. 
Singer and Sir Williain Tatem carried on a duel, 
emling in victory for tlio Western sportsman at 
2.5<K» guineas. Tims Sceptre, whose filly-foal by 
Glenesk.v Is a really giKid one, eontiiiueil her rii- 
maiitie career b.v eontriliiitiiig tlie amount named 
towards tlie war-cliest of one of our most wortli.v 
institutions. As Mr. 3’attersall remarked, there 
is still time for lier to bri'cd anotlier good winner 
or two, and everytiod.v will 1 m' glad if she dw's so 
for Sir William Tatem. Witli Zefa and her Wil- 
liam Rufus eolt at 750 guineas, Mr. Mortimer Sin- 
ger eonsiili'd himself for losing Seeptri', and that 
transaction closed the brood mare department. 

“'There were no high prices among tlie three- 
.vear-olil fillies, tiu' Britisli BIikkI Stock .-tgciicv 
taking tlie most expensive. White Silk, at 2’20 
guineas. GoikI business was done, however, in tlie 
two-year-old section, the agency named making sev- 
eral Judicious .seb'ctiiins. It was Reid Walker, 
thoiigli, wild went to 1,600 guineas for Brilliant 
Star, a daughter of Sunstar— Oenone, while H. L. 
Uottrill secured Uecilia, sister to Cii'erone, at 1,000 
guineas 11 ml tlie Due Dccazes LH'iiise Field, liy Tre- 
dennis at lialf that iimoiint. After tliis matters 
were quiet until Guerdon, by Baynrdo, rt'ulized 410 
guineas to tlie French tireeder M. Diiret. Tin' well- 
bred Mad.'im Spearmint made 710 guineas to .Mr. 
\ aripate, but Reid Walker was successful in claim- 
ing Mnreliiouess Melton, great granddaugliter of La 
Fleclie. at 310 guineas. Band iMI. I’rincess ElizuU'th 
was an absentee, while Spearniark and Hemstiteli, 
tK'ing slightly amiss, will not be offered until 
Wednesday. Mr. Varipatc was tnisy again wlien 
Silver Liglit, by Radium— Drawbridge, was in the 
ring, but she became tlie property of Reid Walker 
at 420 guine:is.

“Then followed Sceptre’s Daughter, liy Swynford, 
for which naturally a numbi'r of iieople were on 
the lookout, us she combines tlie blood of tlie

■Mr. Cottrill. putting lier in at 1.000 guineas, fol- 
lowed lip with bids of 2.000 qiiineas. 3,(KHi gnine.is. 

1.000 guineas and 5.(K)0 guineas. .After that Basil 
.(arvis and he kept up a alnirp duel, but Cottrill 
reclin'd at 6,000 guineas, leaving the other patron,

PHILDSDPHICAL ABDUT SELLING RACES 



Emil Herz Tells How Claiming and Bidding Up Are 
Regarded in Other Countries. 



Emil Herz is, apparently one of the few liorse 
owners who iinderstand tlie selling race rule as it 
should Ik' iinderstood. d’lie iisnal feeling between 
horsemen is one of vindiet ivoness if a iK'rson should 
“tioost” or claim a horse afti'r a selling race. In 
EiiroiH' is is quite the contrary. “I don’t iinilerstanil 
owners here having sucli a venomous trait.” said 
Mr. Herz, as he diseiisseil tlie subject recently. 

“Wlien a man runs up my horse or claims them, 
I have no ill feeling against that person. It is a 
part of the transaction of a selling race, and an.v 
one entering a horse in a selling race slioiild not 
e.xiH'ct to escape a raise or a ehiini. and when it 
comes it should be taken in good part. Nothing 
wonlil give me greater plt'.isure than to advise a 
eliiiniant or inireliaser of one of ni.v horses, or to 
explain the eccentricities of the horse to its new 
owner if the latter so desired. 

“In France a seller and liiiyer of a horse from 
a selling race frequently wash down the transac- 
tion with a cold pint. It is different here, and the 
vindictive feeling slionid not exi.st. Tliere should 
tK' more congeniality tietween owners and h'ss fric- 
tion. If a man enters a horse too eheaply lie niiist 
exiK'ct interferenee witli his plans, and, this iK-iiig 
aiiticipati'd, lie slioulil not Is'ar ni.'ilii'e toward any 
one who steps up to the bar and interferes. 

Considered Part of the Sport. 

“It is a part of the sport, and tiie siKiner the 
horsemen consider it in timt liglit the sooner will 
more friendl.v ri'lations between horsemen Ihi culti- 
vated. Anyone wlio luiys a horse or claims one 
from me out of a selling race, can get all the in- 
formation concerning tlie animal from me, a halter 
to take him away and a bottle of tlie la-st in stock. 
Tlint’s how I feel after losing a horse from a sell- 
ing race.” 

Mr. Herz’ ideas bring to mind an incident in 
wliicli Sam I/mis bid up a horse bi'longing to Wil- 
liam Garth one day last summer. After the horse 
liad been boiiglit in by Gartli with the customary 
.$5 hid, lie tunii'il to Ixmis and said; “I.,()ok here, 
Sam, don’t yon know tliat every time yon iKKist one 
of m.v liorses it takes a barrel of whisky out of 
my cellar, and .vmi know tliat Virginia is going to 
be a dry state pretty soon.” 

In telling tlie story, Gartli says Ixiuis looked 
steadily at him for a moment and tlien remarked 
that he ' never once thought of that. “And do you 
know.” says Garth, In conclusion, “Sam has never 
boosted another liorse of mine. Don’t know whether 
he’s sorry for me or Virginia, but he’s welcome to 
step into my home any time and help get away with 
anything I have in the eating and drinking nne. I 
was only Joking when I mentioned the barrel of 
wliiskey, but Sam seems to have taken it in good 
faith, and I’m mighty glad be did.”

Harry Worcester Smith, of Lordvale, North Graft- 
ion. Mass., has excellent reason to be proud of 
ihe ownership of a volume, which in many respects 
deserves to be regarded as among the valuable ad- 
liitions to the literature of the turf now on this 
sole of the .\tlantic. The title of the book is 
i.ift to the State, the National Stud.” and it is 
conimemorative of the princely generosity and pat- 
riotism displayed by t'olonel W. Hall Walker in 
donating to the British Government his thorough- 
bred stallions, broodmares and foals, and most of 
his yearlings and horses in training. At the same 
lime the Tnlly Stud at Kildare, and the Kussley 
training establishment in Berkshire were sold to the 
State at a reasonable valuation. 

This volume, which has been presented to Harry 
Worcester Smith with the compliments of Colonel 
W. Hall Walker, is numbered “278” of an edition 
de luxe which is limited to 325 copies, compiled, 
edited and decorated by the eminent master of 
horse i>ortraiture, George A. Fothergill, and printed 
b.v the Messrs. Constable of Edinburgh. 

This book, wliich is printed on heavy water-color 
)(;ii>er of the highest class, is ornamental and un- 
var.vingly artistic from cover to cover, but at the 
Mime time it is invaluable in the matters of horse 
jMirtraiture. pedigrees and turf history pertaining to 
t'olonel Walker’s great Im'cding estate, the Tidly 
said at Kildare, and his Kussley training establish- 
ment in Berkshia*. 

Colored Plates a Feature. 

One of the most strikingly attractive features of 
this sumptuous volume is the assembling of sixteen 

e. \<iuisite colored plates by the eminent painter Lyn- 
w<K»d I’almer, who seems to share the honors of 
liorse portraiture with George A. Fothergill, M. B.

Two Sires Given Exceptional Prominence. 
Owing to the fact that Koyal Realm and AA’hite 
Eagh’ were the leading sires of Colonel AValker’s 
stud at the time it was turned over to the govern- 
ment. tliese two great sires are given exceiitional 
prominence, eacii lieing given two iHirtraits, one by 

J. ynwiHrtI Palmer and the other by George A. 
Fothergill. 

Tlie owner of this inngnificient volume is espec- 
iall.v interested in the work of Lynwood Palmer, 
whom, it seems, he knew before that eminent artist 
had attained to anything like his firesent promin- 
ence. 

Ill tliis connection, Mr. Smith says: 

“I was es|)ecially interested in it, as the work of 
George ,A. Fothergill, who is really the editor, is 
shown at its liest. 

“.Again. 1 first met I.ynwooil Palmer, who is now 
the jiremier s|H>rting painter of the world, at 
(irand's first international horse show in Toronto 
in 1891 or 1892. He was riding and driving horses 
f.ir Grand in the show ring and brought some of the 
sketches down to the (Jueen’s Hotel that night, and 
later Harry Hamlin of Buffalo and myself asked 
him to come up respectively to Buffalo and AVor- 
ecster to paint some of our crack horses. 

“For the former he painted Gladys and Queen, 
crack tandem of Madison Square Garden, and fur 
me. Sky High, the champion high-stepiier under 15-1 
at the Garden in 1891, 1892 and 1893, and Sans 
Keproache, my great tandem wheeler. 

“He also made a splendid pen-and-ink sketch of 
Sans Keproache and Sue AVoodstock, who won the 
Maplehurst Plate at the open-air show in New 
Y'ork in 1893, beating six competitors, being the 
first time that ever a sporting tandem class was 
ever competed for in America.” 

.Another splendid feature of the volume is the col- 
lection of 175 tabulated pedigrees, each iH'digree 
Taking up a page of art lettering with marginal 
borders and fanciful ornamentations. The work 
which must have been expended in this portion of 
the volume appears to be of itself staggering to 
anyone who knows what art lettering and artistic- 
bordering iiapiien to really mean to the cousc'en 
lions artist who insists iiixui a liberal allowance of 
originality in his work.

Recognition of Hanover’s Worth. 



It miglit have been accounted almost certain 
tiiiit Swynford. with such a mate as Sceptre, 
would sire something at least as big and heav.v 
as Iiiinself. for Sceptre Iierself is prett.v massive, 
after tlie style of lier sire Persiniinoii, and Swyn- 
ford is b.v John o’Gaunt. whose stock are mostly 
distinguislied for size and weight. Nevertheless, 
the two-year-old filly by Swynford — Sceptre is a 
marvel of quality ami' erring, if at all. on the small 
side. It is clear enough that in her case the 
La Fleclie blood of John o’Garunt lias nicked with 
the St. Simon in Persimmon, and this is the more 
interesting Iw-canse neither Joliii o’Gaunt nor Per- 
simmon liave proved to lie pure doiniiiants as re- 
gards color. Sceptre’s Daughter shows clearly 
enough that St. Simon charter can be transinitted. 
all the same, and it is. perhaps, worth noting in 
this connectiou that Sceptre herself has proved to 
be a pure dominant, although she is by Persimmon 
— a Bend Or mare, whereas Collar, which was by 
St. Simon himself, dam the same mare, got almost 
as many chestnuts as he did bays or browns. It 
might, perhaps, be reasonable to anticipate from 
this that Sceptre inherited more of St. Simon Hum 
did Collar, whose stock seldom, if ever, had any 
St. Simon about them, to look nt, and hence it may 
be tbiit the Fleclie touch, through John o’Gaunt, 
hrought St. Simon to the front again. I wrote just 
now that Sunstar may be the best mate that has 
been hitherto selected for Sceptre and notwith- 
standing this 6,100 guineas for Sceptre’s Daughter I 
am still of the opinion, for this beautiful filly is 
almost in the nature of a freak to be so bred, 
and a brother or sister to her might lie of elephan- 
tine proportions with the most flesliy of joints. It 
would lie odds against the St. Simon “nick” strik- 
ing right home a second time, licing. as it is, on 
tlic third, remove on both sides. Sunstar, of course, 
represents a complete oiitcross for Sceptre, except 
in so far as he, too, is a tail-male descendant 
of A’i’dette. 

Hanover Blood. 

It has happened more than once that the Specu- 
lum and Galo))Iii lines of A’edctte have come to- 
gether with first-rate results, notably in the case 
of Flying Fox, but perhaps the most valuable part 
of Sunstar’s pedigree is his Herod dam. Doris, 
which came like badly wanted rain in the midst of 
a Darley Arabian drought, and was eagerly assimi- 
lated almost at once with the best of winning re- 
sults, of wliich Sunstar and Princess Dorrie are the 
principals. It is. unless I uiii vastly mistaken, for 
a precisely similar reason that Hanover bloiKl, 
through Orby’s dam has been so successful in this 
country, where the Glencoe, through Pocohoiitas, 
so badly needed relief. It is a great pity that the 
stewards of the Jockey Club, when they made their 
last ruling as to the stud-book entries of imiHirted 
stiM-k. did not exercise a dispensing power in favor 
of Hanover, which 1 have always recommended as 
a suitable exception frtim any exclusive rule, by 
reason of his supreme merit as a racehorse and as 
ail imlividiinl, and also because he was a tale mail 
dcs<vndaiit of Glencoe, through that horses best son. 
A'andal. to which also he was inbred. Moreover, 
Hanover was from a mare by Bonny Scotland, sou 
of Qup«-n Mary, and this again gave him a free 
line of hliHKl that has been almost overworked 
through the lines reniaining in England. A horse 
like Sir Martin ouglit not to be kept out of Hie 
General Stud Biaik lM-<-ausc bis dam was by Hano- 
ver. It ought not to Im- forgotten that the same 
rule would have excluded Orby. I am all in favor 
of the rule as a general iiriiiciple. but have never, 
since I saw Hanover in 1.S.S7. failed to state niy 
opinion, for wliat it Is worth — that he, at any rate, 
oiigt to 1 m’ treated as an exeeption to an.v such 
rule — and on that point I have less doubt than 
ever, now that Orb.v has jiroved to deinoiistration 
the extreme value of Hanover IiIoikI. This subject 
is one wliich the stewanls of the Jockey Club and 
l.onl Jersey might do well to consider carefully. 
I niention Lord .Tersey, because he was maiiil.v 
instrumental in bringing about the stud book ruling 
as it at present exists. His lordship may, i>er- 
hups, remember that in discussing this question, 
before any decision was arrived at. 1 always 
pleaded for an exception in favor of Hanover. It 
will not lie long now before we shall have many 
runners by Sir Martin, and it will cause great coii- 
fnston if they are not in the stud Ixiok, while Or- 
hy’s runners are, and it will pass the wit of most 
men to explain such a phenomenon, as both horses 
ar»’ sons of Hanover mares, and, in Sir Martin’s 
case that is the only .American line in his comi*o- 
sition. — AA'. .Allison in London Sportsman.

That Sir William Tatem 
will also, even at lier advanced age, enjoy .1 simi- 
lar exjierience can hardly be doubted, for whatever 
may turn out to be tlie merit of her foal by (llcnes- 
ky, siie ought to lireed him something out of the 
eoiiiDion to Sunst.’ir. to wliieli a iioiiiinatioii for lier 
lias iH-eii iMKiked for next year. Sir AA’illiam 
already lias g<sid reason to lie satisfied witli his 
bargain, as Sky-Rocket, a grandson of Sceptre’s 
and liy Sunstar, showed liiniself in Hie light of a 
smart colt this week, while later in the day a 
brother in Sunny Jane was successful for Major 
•\stor. 

Sceptre’s Career as a Broodmare.

Maid of Co- 
rinth, moreover, has done well as a broodmare 
aliroad. while, as alreadj’ remarked, we have seen 
Maid of the Mist figuring as the dam of two win- 
ners — Siiiiii.v Jane and Sk.v-Ro<-ket. But la-eause 
Sceptre has never bred anj’thiiig within nieasurcahle 
real'll of liiT own wonderful racing abilitj’, wliich 
she ciiiiUl liardlj' )>e exi«M ted to j!o. she is dubbed 
a failure, in much the same niaiiiier as Pretty 
I’olly Ill'll La Fliilie have been. Sceptre’s priKliice 
would have made a tremendous reputation for any 
man" of less renown than herself, but to her is 
denied the iredit which is unquestionably her due. 
However, Sir AA’illiam Tatem, let us lioia-, will reap 
the reward he deserves, and as Sceiitre’s dam lived 
to l)i‘ twcnt.v-fimr. and lier graiidam twentj'-ciglit, 
she iiia.v reasonably be expected to eiiiial them in 
the matter of longevitj'. — Loiidou Siiorting Life.

GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY. 

Ri'vised regulations to govern physical examina- 
tions of men i-egistered under the selective draft 
were issm-d yesterday by Surgeon Genenil tJorgas 
of the army, and communicated to the governors 
of the states for information of local Itoards. The 
clianges deal for tlie most part witli questions of 
jtroiKU'tionate weight and lu-ight, but may result 
in tlie ri‘call of some men rejected heretofore on 
physical grounds. The new regulations grant an 
imderweiglit allowance of from five to six iMunds 
for men b*‘tween .sixty-four and sixty-seven inches 
in height; seven to eight pounds between sixty-seven 
and sixty-nine inehes: nine to ten jwnnds between 
seventy and seventy-four inches, and twelve pounds 
above 'seventy-five inches. The effect of the in- 
structions is to redue«‘ the normal weight require- 
ments for tall men. An additional half inch allow- 
ance on chest expansion also is allowed to men 
alHtve sixty -eight inches in height where there is 
no sign of disease. Men with poor teeth also will 
lie more closely scrutinized hereafter. Where den- 
tal work will restore the teeth they will either 
!(<•■ eiirolh'd ami the work done by army dentists 
or allowed time to have the work done for them- 
selves. 

Recent reports that the present G<Tinan oiTensive 
in southwest Russia is uime<l at the capture of 
Oilessa are strengtliened by a dispatch to the I»n- 
don Times from that city saying the belief is grow- 
ing there that the port is Germany’s main objective, 
and that llessarnbia will soon become the principal 
theater of oisrations as the enemy presses toward 
Odessa. The correspondent adds that the harvest 
is now iieing reaped in soutliern Russia and the 
enemy doubtless will try to secure it before it 
can be removed. 

One of the most important eonferenees in months 
lias' Iieen called by the kaiser at grand bead- 
quarters. Chancellor Michaelis has left Berlin for 
la-adquarters in resiamse to a summons from the 
kaiser, n-imrts received here today stated. Partici- 
liating in the eonferenee will be military, govern- 
mentul and diplomatic leaders of the empire. Those 
attemling furnish one of the most imposing arrays 
of German leaders that have come together since 
the outbreak of the war. ' 

One million pounds of knitting wool to be knit- 
ted by American women into garments to protect 
American soldiers and sailoi-s from cold tills winter 
liave l)cen purcbasisl by the Red Cross. It is to be 
distributed to Red Cross Avarebouses and sold to 
the <bapters tliroiiglivut the Vnted States, the pro- 
ceeds to be turned back into the treasury of the 
Red Cross and made available for other work. ' 

Major General Pershing, conimaiider of the Ameri- 
eaii expedition in France, told the eorresponiients 
yesterday it was highly essential that the men in 
America’s eomn-ript army slinuld be in excellent 
jdi.vsieal condition, well diseipliiied and capable of 
iudividiiai action. He added that the army organi- 
zation must be built from the lx>ttom up. each man 
had officiT devoting all Ids energies to the work. 

“Russia will win!’’ says Kliliii Root, newly 
eoiiie from eiiaotie Russia. "The situation in Rus- 
sia,’’ he continued, “is not nearly .so alarming as 
America seems to tliink it is. In fact, if you were 
to condense tlie reiKirts of all the internal disorders 
in .Viaeriea, since the war was declared and send 
them across to Russia, the situation liere would 
l(X)k worse to tliein than theirs looks to us. 

British ni<s]ieal olTic-ers are trying to determine 
the nature of the new |K>ison used, it is believeil 
for the first time, by the Gennaiis on the Frencli 
town of .\rinentieres, near the Belgian frontier. 
Tlie iMiison bore a certain reseniblanee to the gas 
wliich temiHirarily bliiidcl a large number of Brit- 
isli trrnqfs a fortnight ago, but its effects are in- 
finitely more serious. 

Ill the i-eglon of the ridge o* Chevregny and the 
I’autheon tliere was artillery activity last night, 
says the official reiK»rt given out yesterday by the 
Freiieli war office. North of Vaux Les Palameix on 
the .\isne tront a French detachment clean'd a 
Teuton trench, inflicting batses on the Germans and 
returned to their own lines unhurt. 

Contracts have l»eeu let by the navy department 
for 4, .500,000 yards of woolen uniform cloth at nu 
aggregate cost of more than $16,000,000. This is 
the largest purchase of woolen cloth ever made by 
the navy and is one of the most imiiortant single 
contracts for textile gixals placed in the history of 
the trade. 

Secretary Daniels has announced the letting of 
contracts for a million dollar airplane factory at 
the League Island navy yard, Philadelphia. The fac- 
tory will be in operation in one hundred working 
days and will Lave a capacity of 1,000 small planes 
a year. 

Two thousand pounds of cocoons will be produced 
this year at an ex|>erimental silk farm In Texas. 
The 'farm will be enlarged next year by planting 
12,000 additional mulberry trees. Mechanical meth- 
ods are used to handle cocoons and eggs. 

Eight thousand German miners attended a recent 
mass meeting at Essen for the discussion of coal 
production, food and wages. The meeting devel-

August 16. to agree upon uniform 
uetion to eontrol coal prices. 

Canadian eonseription bill suceessfuUy passed its 
last legislative stage Wednesday night wlien it re- 
ceived third reading in the Senate. It l>eeomes ef- 
fective after the formalities of royal assent and 
government pro<'lamation. 

Aimouncement was made yesterday that 10,000 
pounds of ether are to be rushed to France in re- 
simiise to an urgent api>eal from Major Grayson 
M. 1’. Miiridiy, head of the Red Cross commission 
in France. 

Navy Department officials are worrying about 
the strikes which Iiave assumed serious proportions 
in many of tlie shipyards of the country. There 
is fear in IVushiiigtou that the trouble may become 
general. 

The .\meriean army is 750,000 strong today. The 
regulars need 2,100 to fill their authorised strength 
of 300.000 men. The national guard, approximately 
447,000 war strength, is all mustered In. 

Another gain of ground by French troops on the 
Flanders front, northwest of Btxschoote, is reported 
in yesterday’s official statement on the Franco-
